The Eoglish version
will, in the lirst place, make its appearance in
the pegea of Once a Week, the first instalment
appenting in January next on the complation
ol the Baronsss Dlaze de Bory's *“All for
Greed.” The editor of that journal regards the
faot of M. Hpgo's novel being & story of Log-
lish Listory as atfording an additional gnaran-
tes of success with Kpglish readers, its scene, as
we have already mentioned, being laid in
Koglaud during the reigns of Willlam the
Third sand Queen Anne. Whether M. Ilngo’s
prediction that his work will contain new and
authientic facts of great importaucs to Luglish
history, and which will surprise English his-
toriang, will prove true, we cannol say; but
there can be little donbt that the work will
oontain fresh exsmples of that great power of
which the writer, is so prodigalin the **Misira-
bles.””
